Governor of California, 
Dear Sir: — 

The last report made by this Board was dated July 1, 1900, and the 
present report covers the ensuing two years. We append herewith financial 
and atatiatieal tables which explain themselves. The report which we enclose 
to yoQ, made by the Superintendent, sets forth a majority of the matters of 
interest in regard to the condition of the School, and we endorse his statements 
and commend them to you. We desire to specifically and'urgently recommend 
the importance of the following items:- 

First —The completion of our Blacksmith and Carpenter shops, and 
equipping them with the necessary machinery and tools. For this very impor- 
tant work our Superintendent only askes for $12,000.00; the state could well 
afford to put $50,000.00 into the work, and we are sure that yourself and the 
members of the legislature will see the importance of giving the compara- 
tively small amount asked for. 

The second item asked for is for hospital and equipping same — $5,000. 
.\t present the hospital is in the building where 260 boys sleep, and the danger 
of infection fn>m typhoid fever, tuberculosis and other diseases mast be ap- 
parent to all; besides, those who are sick would be far better off in a separate 
building, where they would have the pure air and sunshine all around 
them. The sum asked for~$5000.00 — is very little indeed for this purpose. 

The small appropriation asked for for the purchase of water and for 

boring well, for pump and pipe line?, for horses, wagons and farm implements 

are all important and necessary, and have been very economically estimated. 

The library has a great inflaence in this school, and is in serious need 

of re-equipment. 

In asking for the appropriation of $200,000 00 for maintenance and 
salaries for the ensuing two years, it should not be forgotten that this school 
furnishes, tuition, boa«d.-clothiDg. iq^tfuction in trades, military training and 
strict surveillance daj^ind nighHark^relvv months in the year. We thorough- 
ly believe in the wwic pi^Mp^ehvfA. It bas'^aved many a young man already, 
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anii with proper equipment in trades, can Ao a far greater work in the future. 
It is thia point — the making of good citizens of our wayward boys for their 
own sakea — that we should bear especially in mind, but, at the same time, we 
should not forget that, from^ a mercenary point of view, there is a great dif- 
ference in favor of the state between the criminal young man and the good 
citizen. 

As stated in our report of two years ago, we still believe that there 
is a class of very young boys and girls committed to these schools who should 
be cared for in private homes, especially country homes. There are many far- 
mers and fruit growers who, while not feeling able to take a child and clothe 
it and send it to school, yet if the state would allow them, pay 1100 a year to 
clothe this child, they would gladly embrace such an opportunity, and make 
him one of the family and give him a common school education and home in- 
fluence, which is far better than institution life. The older class in our or- 
phans' homes and the younger class is this school should be in the homes of 
our State instead of in our institutions.

(lenttemen:^ — 

Again it is my pleasure to present my report as Superintendent of 
this Institution for the two years ending June 30, 1902, and again I have 
nought but pleasant recollectioDs aod hopeful euggestiona to submit for your 
coDiideratioD. 

At this time, June 30, 1902, our School numbers, boya present 228, 
girls present 35; total present 263:boTS on parole 159, girls on parole 9, total 
on parole, 168; total number under jurisdiction of institution, 431. Statistical 
tables carefully prepared by the Historian and Clerk are herewith submitted 
for your perusal. 

The monthly reports of our pupilson parole are generally most satis- 
factoty, and one of the pleasant features of our work is that connected with 
our paroled pupils, many of whom are holding honorable positions in nearly 
erery county in the State and not a few are serving their country in the Phil- 
ippines or in recruiting stations in this or other states. While some may 
have been paroled who might have been better off to have remained here, 1 
am more than ever convinced that the principle of paroling boys and girls on 
their good behavior ie a most satisfactory one and one that should be encour- 
aged. 

Since making my last report, our Refectory Uuildlng, destroyed by fire 
in 1899, has been rebuilt and its great benefit and convenience to the inetitu- 
tion is appreciated more than ever. 

The Educational Department while lacking in several important fea- 
tures, principally those of the commercial, sloyd and mechanical drawing 
branches, is in a satisfactory condition considering the disadvantage we labor 
under, and good results are obtained. 

It hiis been onr turn to keep the military feature of the School up to 
its former high standard of excellence and to this branch of our work we are 
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indebted for gre&t aesiBtance in maintaining the diEci[itire of the institution. 
Our Farm and Orchard are under a high state of cultivation although 
final resnlts are far below what they might be had ve more water at onr 
disposal and more land for alfalfa and ^rden supplies. Our live stock, wag- 
ons and farm implements, most of which has been in use since the institution 
started, are in need of repleiiisbing. At least four gcti. n ork horses are need- 
ed and the farm implements and yehicles that are worn out should be replaced 
and additional money should be spent each year to properly spray and fertilize 
our valuable orchard. 

One of the most important and urgent nerds of Ihe institulion is mure 
commodions quarters fur our Trades Department. The experience of this and 
kindred institutions has settled beyond all doubl that a good trade in 
one of the best forms of education for tbe classes committed to our care to fit 
them for future usefulness, and the cryint; need that confronted us two years 
ago for more room for our blacksmith, carpenter and machine shops and other 
trades is the greatest one that confronts us to-day and it is to be hoped that 
money will be forthcoming from the next legislature to enable us to properly 
furnish and equip these trades. 

The sewing machines in onr Tailor Shop and Girls' Department have 
been in use since the institution started and most of them are so badly 
worn as to render them entirely uselees. A new supply will be required to 
properly continue our work in these departments. 

Next in importance is the need of an additional water Fuppiy. Since 
making our last report conditions have arisen which make it necesfary f or 
some arrangements to be made that will provide the institution with addition- 
al water. Owing to the increased demands made upon the Whittier city water 
works, they have been compelled to cut off our supply from that source and 
we are obliged to depend on the open ditch of former years and even this sup- 
ply is a limited one, and we are unable to secure sufficient water for our pres- 
ent needs. With our increased acreage of growing trees and cultivation our 
demand for water is constantly increasing while the supply is rapidly dimin- 
ishing and more expensive to obtain. In view of all this 1 am convinced that 
an appropriation should be asked for of sufficient amount to purchase five 
inches additional water from the E^t Whittier ditcb with a perpetual right 
of storage in the reservoir formally occupied by the Pickering l.and & Water 
Company, and to sink a well in the immediate vicinity of our Power-house to 
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the depth of 700 to 1000 feet, and to install the necessary pumping planr, and 
pipe lines for our own water for irriiiration. 

Q^r library is also in need of an appropriation for new books and peri- j 
odicalB. No funds have been available for the paat five years, and with the ' 
exception of a few small donations from interested friends (notably that of ' 
Mr. James Mill? of Riverside, who, after spending a few hours with us, left 
an order for twenty-five dollars for new books), we have not been able to pur- 
chase anything for this department. 

HOSPITAL. — Our only arrangement for a Hospital are limited quarters 
on the fifth floor of the Administration building, with a dormitory on either 
side where 100 boys sleep every night. With the constant danger we are | 
surrounded by of contagious disease in such crowded quarters as this is a 
menace to our welfare which should have been remedied years ago. 1 would ' 
earnestly recommend that an appropriation be asked for of not lees than $5,- ' 
000, with which to build and equip a Hospital suitable for our present needs • 
and requirements. 

Our Cadet Band and Orchestra are in a fine condition and have helped 
in no small way in entertaining ourselves and visitors to the institution. Sev- 
eral invitations to visit neighboring cities to participate in entertainments, < 
parades, etc., have been accepted and on these occasions our boys have always ' 
acquitted themselves in a mobt satisfactory manner. 

GIRLS' DEPARTMENT— The few girls in this department and the lim- 
ited means we have for teaching them useful trades, renders it diflicnit for 
us to make the same showing here as in the boys' department, and yet the 
work seems to be in as satisfactory a condition as it is possible to have it 
with the means at our command and we believe our Girls' School compares 
favorably with others of its kind. The merit system as a method of discipline 
is still in vogue. Some minor improvements are necessary, chief among 
which is the changing of the plunge bath provided when the institution was 
built to the more modem system of tubs or shower baths. 

In the matter of appropriations for the ensuing two years it must be 
borne in mind that the close of the fiscal year will see the entire unexpended 
balance of the Wbittier Reform School fund eihsusted and during the next 
two years we will be wholly dependent upon whatever the legislature may see 
fit to set aside for us. I am sure that not less than $100,000 should be asked 
for Support and a like amount for Salaries. For special appropriations the 
past two years have demonstrated beyond all doubt that the appropriations 
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which were granted us by the last legislature and in the interest of economy 
were denied us should be asked for from this. 

For the completion of our blacksmith and carpenter shops and equipping them 
with the necessary machinery and tools --.....-$ 12,000 

For Hospital -----' 5.00O 

For purchase of 5 inches water from East Whittier ditch - - - - 5.000 

For well and necessary pipe 3,500 ' 

For I'ump and Pipe lines 2,500 

For Horses, Wagons and Farm Implements - - - 1,000 

For Library and Repairs at Girls' Department, - 1,000 

For Sewing machines for Tailor shop and Girls' Department - - - - 500 

By way of suggestion for changes that would greatly benelit us and 
aid us in the work we are trying to do, I might offer the following: 

First: A division of thi: boys that are sentlo this and the other 

reformatory institutions of this state by sending all the larger ones to one 
school and the smaller to the other. For example all boys from eighl_ to six- 
teen years to be sent here and those from 16 to 22 or 23 to lone, or(™a versa^ 
Second: — — The transforming of this School from the congregate sys- 
tem to the Cottage Plan, where all hoys of one class or age would be housed 
and eared for in one building by themselves with a man and wife in charge, 
and with as many of the comforts of home as possible. Our own "I!" Cottage 
being a sample of what would be of great advantage to the other companies. 
Thihd: - — - The purchase of not less that forty acres of good alfalfa 
land in the immediate vicinity of the School which would enable us to raise 
our own feed for our dairy stock. 

Fourth: A visiting agent whose whole time would be given to 

assisting our paroled boys and girls and securing the commitment of others 
the institution might be able to assist and benefit. 

Fifth: A change of the law so as to enable us to keep our girls 

until they are 21 instead of 18 as at present. The fact that we have to dis- 
charge our girls when they become 18 and giving us no further control over 
them seriously cripples and handicaps our efforts for good in this direction. 

Sixth: A change of the iaw compelling counties to pay one half 

of the maintenance of pupils committed to this institution. Thia law works 
a great injustice in many cases where boys are sent to prison to avoid the 
expense of sending them here. In some cases boys from 18 to 20 years of. age 
could be encouraged and helped by sending them to this School who would 
make good citizens in years to come, are ruined by being sent to penitent- 
iaries and all because the expense in one case is borne entirely by the State 
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and in the other one half by the State and the other half by the County al- 
though it all eventually comes out of the same pocket. 

Seventh: The addition of other branches to our Educational and 

. Trades departmenta, notably: A thorough commercial course, industrial, me- 
chanical and free hand drawing, manual training, plumbing, machine work and 
other additional advantages in our Blacksmith and Carpenter shops. 

In closing this report permit me (o return to your honorable Board my 
earnest, heartfelt thanks for the kind and generous cn-operation extended to 
me as well as for the charitable leniency always shown my many shortcom- 
ings. For this kind consideration and the loyal support accorded me by the 
officers and teachers of the institution I am under many lasting obligations 
that call for my most earnest efforts for the benefit of the unfortunates we 
are called upon to assist. With the fond hope that 1 may continoe to merit 
this kind recognition and that our good work may show even better results in 
the future than in the past, 1 beg to remain.
